SECTION  I  -  OPERATIONS 

1*  (C)  UTRODUCTICN :  This  Operational  Report  -  Lessons  Learned  covers 
the  period  1  May  through  31  July  1970,  During  the  reporting  period  the 
11th  Amored  Cavalry  Regiment  participated  in  Oporatlons  DCNG  TIS-  II 
AND  TOAK  TRANG  43  in  the  Kingdcn  of  Cwbodia  in  May  and  June  and  in.  July 
Initiated  operations  in  BINH  DUCNG,  BOT  KQA,  and  LONG  KHAHH  Provinces. 
Operatloa  1XI7G  TISf  II  was  conducted  under  TP  Shoemaker  and  conprisod 
the  11th  AGR^  the  3d  Bde^  Ist  Cav  Div  (AM)|  and  the  3d  ARVN  Ahn  Bde. 

The  TP  crossed  the  border  into  Cambodia  in  the  fishhook  on  1  May,  ao-> 
coB^lshed  a  Ilnk«4»  with  the  3d  ARVN  Ahn  Bde  on  2  Mbty^  and  then  thrust 
on  to  SniOL  (XQ5534)*  Operations  continued  during  May  and  Juno  to  deny 
the  eneg^r  his  Cambodian  sanctuaries.  After  6  May  tlie  month  pasned  idth 
ll^t  ensoy  aotlrityi  but  nisnerous  supi^  caches  vore  found  and  destroyed 
or  evacuated.  During  the  latter  part  of  May  and  in  JunO|  tho  11th  ACR 
provided  security  for  the  Romo  plows  of  the  60th  and  9S4th  Land  daerlng 
Conpenies  whldh  out  throu^  tho  denso  forests  northwest  of  SMJOL  and  into 
the  eneny  base  areas  in  the  Plshhook.  In  the  lattor  series  of  cuts  enemy 
activity  inoroasod  in  the  form  of  RPG  assaults,  attacks  by  fire,  and 
mining  inddonts.  On  19  June,  tho  11th  ACR  minus  tho  2d  Squadrw  was 
j^ood  OPCQN  to  tho  25th  Infantry  Division,  and  by  2S  Jme  all  elements 
of  the  Roglment  had  withdrawn  to  HVN.  Oh  5  July,  after  a  short  stand- 
down,  tho  3d  Squadron  assunod  a  now  AO  which  straddled  tho  LC27G  KRANR 
and  BUN  HQA  provinoo  boundary.  1.^t  Squadron  liad  a  well-reserved  21 
day  naintenanoo  standdow  at  DI  ATT  and  on  23  JlOy  acsianod  3d  SquadronU 
AO  as  3d  Squadron  began  its  maintenance  standdovn.

b.  (bc;dQr  of  Battle  i  Tho  reporting  poriod  bo'^  with  tho  initi¬ 
ation  of  AHlod  oro88-bordor  operations  In  Cambodia*  Initially  vpm 
crossing  tho  bopdor,  hoavy  roalstonco  by  the  HV/*  Division  vias  cccpectod 
but  fallod  to  matorlallzo*  Tho  7th  NVA  Division  was  deployod  with  Its 
209th  Roglmont  In  tho  Katum-8o  Tuo  aroc^^  while  Its  I6dth  NVA  Roglmont 
oporatod  In  tho  Fishhook,  and  Its  mission,  disposition,  and  strength  woro 
unknown*  On  1  Haiy  1970,  tho  Hist  Regiment  was  boliovod  to  bo  acting  as 
tho  Division's  rosorvo  and  was  located  in  tho  COSVN  base  aroa  in  tho 
Fishhook,  IntoHlgonoo  indicated  that  tho  two  doployod  Rogimonts,  the 
I65th  and  209th,  would  probably  atuompt  to  stop  or  at  loast  delay  peno- 
trations,  Tho  two  Regiments  had  boen  soolcing  aggrossivo  contact  \dth 
tho  11th  AGR  in  War  Zone  C  Just  prior  to  1  May  70,  and  it  was  oxpootod 
that  they  would  bo  taskod  to  halt  and/or  dolay  US  advances. 

On  3  May,  the  Rogixaont  was  ordorod  to  procood  North  ':ind  soeuro  tho  Cam¬ 
bodian  town  of  Snuol,  Intolllgoneo  basod  mainly  on  rofugco  roports  in¬ 
dicated  tho  prosonco  of  a  Regimental  size  foroo  in  tho  Sbuol  area.  During 
tho  fighting  for  tho  tovn  of  Snuol,  138  NVA  vero  killed,  PV  s  and  doeu^ 
monts  idontifiod  tho  C-18, 

By  tho  10th  of  May  tho  stoxy  of  Shtiol  could  bo  plocod  togothor.  On  or 
about  22  April  70,  two  battalions  of  tho  141st  Rogimont  with  mortar,  AA, 
and  sapper  units  soisod  &iuol,  Tho  throe  bridgos  south  of  Snuol  on 
Highway  7  woro  blown  and  co'Jld  only  bo  orosaod  by  foot.  After  scouring 
Snuol,  tho  2d  Battalion  of  tho  141st  Roglmont  movod  to  tho  Minot  aroa 
and  assisted  tko  3d  Battalion  in  attacking  and  soourlng  lUnot, 

Nmorous  unknoin  units  woro  onccuntorod  during  tho  early  stages  of  tho 
11th  AGR' 8  TAQH  woro  tho  92d  Rooovory  and  Roplaoomont  Roglioont,  Ihtor 
Qvaop  89f  tho  90th  Rooovoxy  and  Roplaoomont  Roglnont,  and  tho  94th  R&R 
Roglmt,  Additional  intor^-groig)  units  «.;oro  idontifiod  throu^out 
Caribodla  by  allod  forces, 

Tho  Booovoxy  and  Roplaconont  Rogimonts  constltutod  a  division  slso 
modloal  and  training  effort  by  tho  onoiay  in  III  Corps,  Tho  nlssions  of 
these  units  worot  vD  Rooolvo  and  oaro  for  all  wounded  ovaeuutod  by 
Riior  Service  Groups  and  nanouvor  units,  and  give*  thorn  oxtonsivo  politi- 
oal  ro-indootrination  and  llxnitod  military  training,

Tho  Ihtor-Group  units  wore  orginized  to  facilitate  NVA/VC  control  over 
tlio  local  populace  in  specific  goograplilc  areas.  After  Slhanoulc  fell, 
thoy  bocorio  the  noma  of  achieving  both  political  and  nillt..ry  control 
over  tho  area#  In  Snuol,  Inter-Group  89  recruited  Viotn<anoso  -nc!  Caia- 
bodlans  for  a  local  militia,  conducted  propaganda  missions,  -'ind  ustab- 
llshod  a  govomncntal  structure  to  rulo  Snuol#  The  Group  ronainod  covert 
while  US  units  porsistod  in  tho  area,  but  recent  reports  from  agents  In- 
dlcato  that  fchc  govomraont  is  now  ovortly  -.ctlvc  -jid  that  the  NVA/’/C  once 
again  have  a  firm  hold  on  tho  aro^i# 

Othor  NVA  units  in  the  11th  ACR  Gimbodiim  TACR  wore  t’lo  50th  RSG  and 
olonents  of  tho  208th  Arty  Regiment,  Tho  50th  RSG  is  suborJlnato  to  tho 
Military  Staff  Department,  HQ,  SVNIA,  COS'm.  Lllco  tho  other  10  'JU  Roar 
Sorvlco  Groups  it  had  a  goo, graphic  AO#  Tho  50th  RSG  oporatod  caches, 
hospitals,  camps,  and  supply  depots  from  Snuol  to  the  border  aroa  of 
tho  Fishhook#  In  SVN  it  mlntainod  two  m.'.jor  supply  corridors  through 
oastom  War  Zone  C  and  wus  rosponsiblo  for  lioving  siqppllos,  oquipnent, 
and  infiltrators  to  SR^I,  SR-5|  and  Binh  Long  Provlnco,  Tho  Group 
oporatod  the  ”Clty"  in  tho  Fishhook  area;  its  efforts  were  severely 
hampered  by  tho  allied  * oporations  In  Canbodla#  In  May  tho  unit  had  a 
strength  ostl'oatcd  between  800  and  1,000# 

Tho  onomy^s  208th  Artilloiy  Regiment  conducted  operations  in  the  Minot 
aroa  during  tho  early  stages  of  tho  cross-border  oixjrations*  Whon  tho 
11th  ACR  moved  back  into  tho  Fishhook  aroa  in  early  Juno,  this  unit 
oonductod  nunerous  attacks  by  flro  in  si^port  of  tho  7th  ir/.,  Di^dniorJs 
oadho-^rotoction  opcr^itions# 

Ot!\or  cross-bordor  Idontifications  of  the  5th  7C  Division  gave  tho 
following  picture  of  this  Division#  As  the  1st  Cav  Div  (AM)  i^ovod  Into 
Cambodia  north  of  Phuoo  Long  Provinco,  tho  5tli  7C  Division  withdrew  to 
tho  thick  Jungle  about  20  KM*  s  into  C^bodia#  Recent  activity  after  US 
withdrawal  Indicatos  that  tho  174th  Roglncnt  is  again  targeted  ag'.inst 
tho  Bu  Dop  area* 

Before  tho  novo  Into  Cambodia,  liitolllyjice  indicated  tho  infil¬ 
tration  of  a  now  roginert,  the  B-6  from  Laos.  Documents  captured  In¬ 
dicated  thvt  this  unit  had  boon  Issued  i^apons  by  the  86th  RSG  In  early 
May.  Tho  Roglnont  was  to  roooivo  its  cadre  from  3‘jjlor  officers  and 
N00*s  of  tho  174th  Rogiment,  They  wore  then  to  conduct  trolninz  and  In- 
flltrato  MFL-3  to  assist  tho  33'!  Ro  rlmeat  in  tha  Lorn  lOrnh  -  Binh  Tuy 
aroa.  **‘llled  errss-border  oporritienr  disrupted  tho  plan#  Th«  33^'  Reg^ 
Inont  was  rctianod  to  the  control  of  MR(-7  and  the  now  Regiment  \r  3  assign¬ 
ed  to  the  275th  Regiment  for  assinilation, 
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Following  tho  wlthdrawiil  oi'  US  .wiVM  forces  Cto'a  Canbo<'ia,  tho  1l1th 
AGR  redoployod  Into  the  Cs-ntcr  of  III  Corps.  Tho  Ror^ir^ent  was  assiffisd 
two  sqiLidron-sizcd  AO*  si  ono  in  Einh  Duong  Province  and  Wostora  Blon 
Hou  Province;  .uid  tho  otlior  in  tho  n  .w  area  aro  ©lementr.  of  thu  Don^  Hai 
Roglnmt  of  SR-5,  tho  274th  N7A  Ruginont  of  MR^7,  oiu;  tho  74th  Arty  R«g- 
Imcnt  of  tJio  ^th  Arty  CaBDond,  COSVN. 

Bnorny  niasions  in  tho  new  of  area  of  op^^.ltlon3  appear  to  be  primarily 
dlroctod  against  tho  pacification  progrxn.  Local  guerrillas  have  boon 
dirootod  to  concontrato  on  building  tho  political  structurO|  propstgandai 
torrorism,  and  Rilitary  .ind  civilian  proselyting.  Priority  t-irvots  are 
tho  govommontal  officials,  tho  RP^F^s,  and  othor  pacification  personnel. 
Main  force  units  support  political  ends  by  conducting  harassing  attacks 
against  provincial  forces,

by  Air  Cavalry  Scout  Tearas  who  found  enemy  troop  locations,  guidod  the  at¬ 
tacking  ground  elements,  and  assisted  in  adjusting  air  strikes  and  artillery* 
As  the  operation  progressed  the  /•ir  Cavalry  Troop  provided  visual  reconnais¬ 
sance  for  the  s'^uadrons  and  for  themselves.  During  May,  **ir  Cav  Cobras  flow 
650  hours,  LCHs  flew  over  600  hours,  and  the  UQ-lHs  flow  over  500  hours. 

The  Troop  killed  19  NVA,  The  ;iRP*s  vrare  inserted  25  times*  They  captured 
over  6000  lbs  of  enemy  foodstuffs,  5  individual  weapons,  100  ;inti-tank 
(TM46)  mines,  and  17  bicycles*  Four  Air  Cav  Troopers  lost  their  lives. 

In  June,  as  the  search  continued  in  Cambodia  for  the  NV;*  and  his  supply 
caches,  the  Air  Cav  Troop  Cobra  •  flow  430  hours,  LOHs  415,  and  the  UH-lHs 
over  430  hours.  The  Scouts  and  ARP*  s  uncovered  56  bicycles,  2  trudks,  and 
mlsoollaneous  construction  material  and  foodstuffs. 

During  the  Cambodian  operation,  2  aircraft  woro  lost  and  5  lightly 
danaged.  The  Troop  expended  750  2.75”  rockets,  2200  4Ctam  rounds,  and 
21,000  rounds  of  7.62  mlnigtm  ammo.

(1)  General  t  Tho  rogimontcil  logistioal  posture  remained 
relativalj  constant  throughout  tho  reporting  puriod.  At  tijnesi  degrees 
of  need  inoreasod  over  the  eapabilitiop  to  satisfy  them  at  others  r. 
sicfeit  existod*  Loglstio  re8i:^ply  was  accomplished  by  truck  convoy 

or  fized-%ilng  aircroK  from  long  Binh  to  Quan  Loi,  and  the  stqpport 
bases,  but  it  roiiained  primarily  aerial  fraa  there  to  tho  forward  areas.

{io5^}ply  forward  initially  by  GH-47  in  500  gallon  ‘  collapsible  drums  (Blivets), 
was  aooooqplished  entirely  by  truck  transport  after  the  land  LOC  was  opened. 
Initially,  5,000  gollcn  tankers  wore  used  to  transport  bulk  fuel  to  the 
squadron  HDF’s  but  this  proved  iiqpracticol,  first  tlie  excessive  time  was 
eonsuaed  in  deeai«ting  at  the  forward  location  end  secondly,  because  there 

was  a  definite  fire  hasard  on  the  return  trip  when  the  tankers  had  a 
partial  load,  and  wore  extremely  vulnerable  to  onooy  attack.  Tho  solution 
was  to  truck  filled  blivets  to  tbs  KDPU  and  then  fly  thorn  forward  to  the 
troop  locations  by  C1L47. 

d.  Class  Vs  Class  V,  liko  that  of  Class  III, 

VOS  oarrlod  out  initially,  by  but  this  prooodws  was  also  modified 

to  use  a  land  XX)C  to  the  MDP,  and  than  use  a  CH-^7  to  tho  forward  locations* 
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In  the  preparatory  stage  for  the  Cambodian  Operation,  durliiff  the  establishment 
of  fofwd  supoort  bases,  it  was  esttmatod  that  heavy  resistance  would  be  mot 
crossing  the  forntier*  Aooordingly,  a  fivo  day  nrastook  of  15Sniti  ammunition, 
based  on  2,000  rounds  per  b-^ttery  per  day,  vms  established  at  FSB  Jake.  This 
profsd  eKOSssive  and  became  a  logistical  ni^tmare  when  it  was  necessary  to  r^;- 
lopat  PSn<s«  The  last  ronmants  of  this  nrestock  was  still  being  retrograded 
In  early  July.  Shortages  developed  In  .50  caliber  ammunition,  and,  at  one  point, 
lii  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  overdrew  their  kSL  of  B1  im  and  AOmm  annunltion  by 
150^  causing  all  other  Ii  ^ieid  Force  units  to  lose  their  allocations.  Through 
^reot  coordination  %rlth  the  division  0-4,  the  11th  ACR  was  kble  to  divert  suffi¬ 
cient  stodc  to  meet  our  needs  from  the  divisional  units. 

e.  Aerial  RssuppiLy*  Fixed  wing  resupoly  was  utilised  diiring  the  ostablish- 
asnt  of  two  forward  autaoort  bases  (FSB  Jake  and  T^hde)  to  bring  in  1^700  tons  of 
prestodc  Class  HI  and  V.  Ch-47*8  were  used  to  resunply  all  classes  of  suonly 
forward  until  the  middle  of  May  when  a  general  drawdown  of  available  aircraft 
ocuiTsd  throui^out  the  III  Corps  area.  Fortunately,  this  drawdown  coincided 
with  the  opening  of  a  land  IOC  from  Quan  lei  to  Shoul.  The  tonnage  carried  by 
C!M^7^s  decreased  from  a  weekly  average  of  650  tons  to  625  tons.  This  average 
was  mintained  until  late  June  when  'eh^y  action  and  road  conditions  closed 
the  land  IOC  for  two  of  the  throe  squadrons.

Re- 
sucply  was  transported  to  l^he  squadron  NDPs  by  unit  organic  vehicles  with  the 
exception  of  Class  I  (A  rations)  and  selected  Class  IZ,  which  were  flown  out  by 
CH  47*  Resttpr^  forwe^  to  the  troop  NDP’s  ms  by  CH  47  from  the  souadron  NDP. 
Because  of  the  availability  of  an  excellent  road  net  and  the  mixinum  use  of  truck 
transport,  the  daily  sortie  request  and  blade  time  dropped  off  to  new  lows  of  1 5 
softies  and  2^  hours  blade  time  per  squadron  per  day.

a.  Combat _Qr>eritiQnfl  in  Cambodia 

Tho  strain  of  combat  operations  requiring  maximum  capahilitv  of 
the  combat  vehicles  was  in  effedt  for  two  of  the  three  months  covered  by  the 
ORIX,  ^hare  was  an  exceptionally  high  failure  rate  of  major  assembly  items. 

Part  of  the  problem  lies  in  the  high  mileaere  nlaced  on  tho  vehicles  during  . 

Cambodian  campaign.  Extensive  Jungle  busting  in  muddy  conditions  caused  major 
assemblies  to  overheat  and  fail# 

b.  Decrease  in  Combat  Losaod  Vehicle# 

During  the  last  month  combat  losses  have  raoidly  declined.  With¬ 
out  combat  loss  vehicles  to  use  as  an  alternate  source  of  supnly,  the  reoair 
parts  system  has  been  unable  to  restx^nd  to  tho  added  demands  placed  uoon  it. 

This  is  particularly  noticeable  in  J’oly  when  the  deadline  rate  for  every  combat 
vehicle  rosQp  ^beel  bearings,  spindles,  fan  tower  bearings,  oil  cooler  lines, 
turret  electrical  parts,  and  numerous  small  engine  mrts  causort  tho  largest  part 
of  the  deadline. 


c#  Standdown  Operations 

Since  the  beginning  of  July  the  11th  /ICR  has  been  undergoing 
stand  down  operations#  During  this  padod,  Ist  Squadron  roblmced  a  total  of 
major  assemblies.  3d  Squadron  replaced  46  rasdor  aisemhltci,  tho  majority  of 
which  wore  completed  before  the  stand  down,  ^ile  some  snags  develoood  at  the

2.  (U)  Comments  follow; 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  AO  coordination  for  land  clearing 
operations,  page  28,  paragraph  lb (4);  concur.  AO  coordination  should  be 
accomplished  to  provide  sufficient  area  for  effective  support  by  artillery 
and  to  allow  exploitation  of  local  intelligence. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  security  of  Rome  Plow  operations,  page  28, 
paragraph  IbCs)?  nonconcur.  Proper  command  and  control  of  the  land  clearing 
company  (LCC)  and  the  security  force  will  preclude  congestion  of  vehicles. 
LOG’S  are  most  efficiently  employed  as  a  company  and  should  not  be  fragmented. 
When  fragmented,  there  is  loss  of  centralized  control,  loss  of  mutually 
supporting  security  forces,  and  a  requirement  for  an  increased  number  of 
security  forces  to  provide  all  around  security  for  the  operation.  Under 
average  conditions,  the  LCC  should  be  kept  intact.  As  an  exception,  in 
extremely  dense  Jungle,  it  may  be  feasible  to  employ  platoons  separately. 
Caution  must  be  used  to  provide  enough  distance  between  elements  to  insure 
unit  safety  from  fires  of  the  other  platoons  -  3000  meters  separation  is 
considered  minimum  to  retain  artillexy  support  capability,  with  proper 
safety  margins. 

c.  Reference  item  concerning  **Arfqy  Aviation”,  page  30,  paragraph  2f; 
concur.  It  is  further  recommended  that  the  unit  submit  a  Small  tfaterial 
Requirement  to  the  appropriate  COC  agency  for  evaluation.
